AJS eSort was inade by 
Mr. Teller (Colo.) to amend the meas- 
ure so as to levy a tax -of 10 per cent 
bf the capital or assets on any butter 
trual that might be formed, but it 
,was defeated. Mr. Simmons (N. C.) 
addressed the senate in opposition to 
the Philippine government bill. He 
urged that the Philippines ought to 
be ti<rn«l over to the inhabitants of 
the islands, He denounced the "cru- 
elties and -barbarities" alleged to have 
been committed in the Philippines by 
tb« American army, and said that he 
felt Isfce entiling upon the great, brave 
and huma&« man now in the White 
House to probe these things to the 
bottom and at least to make them 
odious.

Chinese Exclusion Law. 


Washington, April 
29.—The con- 


ferees on the Chinese exclusion bill 
reached a complete agreement on the 
bin. it strikes out that portion of the 
senate bill limiting the extension of 
all laws to the life of the present 
treaty and re-onacts them so far as 
is r.ot inconsistent with the treaty ob- 
ligations otherwise provided by law, 
and extends the laws to our island 
territories KO far as applicable. 
It 


•allows Chinese to enter for exposition 
purposes and retains the provision re- 
garding certification in the Philippine 
Islands. 


New Secretary of Navy. 


Washington. April 23.—Representa- 


tive Moody of Massachusetts, wlio is 
to f-nu-r the cabinet on Thursday as 
secretary of the navy, expects to 
wake his public service continuous, 
remaining in the house of representa- 
tives until Wednesday sight, when his 
resignation will be forwarded to the 
governor cf Massachusetts, and enter- 
lag on his new'duties Thursday. 


Cold Wave in Europe. 


Vienna, April 26.—There is an ex- 


traordinary cold wave ,nver the west- 
ern part of Hungary, the whole of 
Austria, Bohemia and Galicla. Con- 
tinuous heavy snowstorms are report- 
sd from Galicia, and it is feared that 
widespread damage wJll result from 
the severe weather.

Wheeling, W. Va., April 29.—This 


was a busy day for the Amalgamated 
Association. Two interesting events 
occurred. 
One. w&s Cha partial ratifi- 


cation of the wage scale committee's 
report, and the other was the return 
of Thomas H. Flynn, the Federation 
of Labor organizer, to renew his re- 
quest to be allowed the privilege of 
repaying to President Shaffer's attack 
ujxjn the organization of which Sam- 
uel Gompers is the head. The official 
report given out by the press com- 
mittee was that the entire scale, as 
reported by the wage committee, had 
been ratified with a few "slight alter- 
ations." The ratification of scales is 
another victory for President Shaffer 
and his policy. The new scaies as 
ratified are practically the same aa 
those effective last year. They will be 
in force until July 1. 1903. No confer- 
ence with, manufacturers will be nec- 
essary 
after the convention. The

The report of a run of fifteen miles 


at the rate of nearly 100 miles an hour, 
Which came to headquarters the other 
day from the western division of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
road, was so startling that it was dis- 
credited by the Chicago officials and 
* detailed report called for. 


The resuit is the following report 


from Conductor G. H. Burns, which 
established a new world's record for 
runs of fourteen miles and over, the 
nearest approach to it being the run 
of the Lehigh Valley Black Diamond 
express in April, 1S97, when 43.06 
miles were made at an average rate 
of eighty miles an hour. 


Conductor Burns says: "-Train No. C 


left Denver for Chicago March 24 ten 
minutes late, having to -wait for a 
trough California car from the JD and 
R. G. railway. 


•'A heavy wlnrl ni-n.-aned to Akron, 


112 miles from Denvtr, which pat us 
out from Akron thirty minutes late. 
No special instructions were given as 
to speed, because it is customary when 
late to nan from Akron to Wray, a dis- 
tance of lifty-four nsiles, at the rate of 
seventy to seventy-five miles an hour. 
We passed Eckiey, thirty-nine miles 
east of Akron, running at seventy-five 
miles au hour. Between Eckiey and 
Wray. a distance of 14.S miles, I was 
:r. ihs sbservaiJnn car. In the car were 
several gentlemen talking about the 
run, Mr. Arthur Johnson of Denver, 
Mr. Wells Atlet 01 Los Angeles and H. 
C. Bush, traffic manager of the Colora- 
do Midland railway, and Mr. Foley of 
Omaha.
